Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray contains a feature which has previously been cross-rated by the Film And Video 
Labelling Body (FVLB) as unrestricted: suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. It 
also contains nine extra components. One of these components, the "I'm F@#king Matt 
Damon Sing-A-Long", is a more sexually overt version of a song and dance routine that is sung 
in the feature as "i'm dating Matt Damon". It contains frequent sexual references and highly 
offensive language presented in a Karaoke format which children are likely to learn and use for 
themselves. Therefore the publication needs restriction to teenagers and adults in order to 
prevent likely injury to the public good.
